— What is an Environmental Review (ER)?

« An environmental review is the process used to determine if an action

created from the expenditure of federal funds will adversely affect the
environment.

- Environmental reviews are legally required for any project

receiving federal funds by the National Environmental Act (NEPA)
of 1969 and Related Acts

« Federally funded grants include a/f CDBG and ARC proje
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A Path Forward

What is the Environmental Review
Record (ERR)?

« The environmental review record (ERR) is the documentation created by
completing the environmental review process.

 The ERR:

« Provides a way for public citizens and officials to review environmental
impacts BEFORE any action is undertake

« Helps tell the story of the project

« Leaves a “paper trail” showing due diligence for any potential future
problems

« A well-documented and maintained ERR is of upmost important because IF
IT'S NOT IN WRITING IT DIDN'T HAPPEN

Project Description — be detailed, but no graduate thesis length
Statutory Checklist

Environmental Checklist

Maps

Public Notices

Documentation of determinations or findings as evidence of review, decision
making, and action
